President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the post of Field Publicity Officer 
(Border) in the Directorate of Field Publicity, namely:— 

1 Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 
be called the Directorate of Field Publicity, Field Publicity 
Officer (Border) Recruitment Rules, 1981; 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publica¬ 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number and classification of posts and the scale of pay attach¬ 
ed thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the 
Schedule annexed thereto.

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6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, and other special categories of persons in accordance with 

relaxations of age limit and other concessions, required to the orders issued by the Central Government from time tr 

be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes time in this regard.
